Animal Fertilizers, 
A dead animal of any kind, fish, fowl 


“or béast, buried near the roots of a fruit 


or other tree, will- cause-a—wonderful 


‘growth, The animal substance does not 


pass into the vegetable, but being a nat- 
ural and a powerful generator of elec- 
tricity increases the current: that passes 
from the atmosphere to the earth, 
and thereby a larger quantity of sup- 
port is drawn from the atmosphere. 
You can grow a good crop of potatoes on 
a brick pavement if moisture is retained 
and the potato vines are connected with 
moist earth by copper wires. 

Commercial fertilizers do not enrich 
the soil—do not add anything to it that 
is of value. The object sought in these 
fertilizers is to put the soil into a condi- 
tion that will enable it to conduct elec- 
tricity. The electrical current passes 
into the vegetable through its leaves, 
carrying with :it the gross matter that 
goes to build up the vegetable cells, and 
after that matter is deposited in the veg- 
etable the eleetric current must have a 
conductor ‘through which to pass to the 
earth, : 

Wornout soils are poor conductors, 
and the acids used in the commercial fer- 
tilizers, which are little more than acids 
and sand; pulverize the dead soil and en- 
liven it for ashort time.—Foster's Weath- 
er Bureau. 


The Danger of Matches, 

‘We wonder how our ancestors man- 
aged to get along at all before the in- 
vention of matches; they are so indis- 
pensably handy that we keep them in 
every room in the house; the “men 
folks” carry them in their pockets, leave 
them hanging in their ‘other clothes”

Yet this “insignificant trifle” possesses 
the latent power to destroy the finest 
mansion, ahd with it lives of sweetness 
and.beanty which the word can poorly 
afford. to spare. The cause of the con- 
flagration may not always be revealed, 
for the fire. demon frequently. covers-or 

estroys his tracks most effectually. 
But how often is it apparent that only a 
simple match—that insignificant trifle— 
could have wrought the ‘ruin!—Family 
Doctor.

Care of Seed Potatoes. 

After selection the all important point 
is to keep potatoes designed for seed at 
as low a temperature‘as possible with- 
out danger of frost. The conditions, sv- 
cording to,The American Cultivator, are 
best secured by keéping potatoes in dry 
out of doors pits, Inw northern-climate 
after the covering of the pit has frozen 
over it will not thaw out again“all win- 
ter.__If there is danger of thawing too 
early, a covering of straw Will maintain 
an 6ven degteeof temperature..below 
freezing, while protecting the potatoes 
from too much cold. The tubers will 
come out with eyes as dormant as when 
they were put in the pit. The potatoes 
will be harder by: sevaporation of their 
moisture, while those kept in cellars will 
be made’ soft by starting of the eyes, 


| which rapidly take out the substance 


needed to give the potato set its first 
start after being planted. 


For Marketing Eggs. 
Carrying 15 dozen eggs to. market in 
one basket, piled one upon another, has 


| before this resulted in such disaster as 


to call forth a proverbial warning about 
putting all one’s eggs ina basket. Yet 
hundreds of farmers carry all their eggs 
to market piled one upon another, and 
either carry back some of them in a 
cracked or decidedly ‘‘scrambled” state, 
or else are obliged to drive with extreme 
taution. The Country Gentlemen sug- 
gests that a,better way is to get paste- 
board fillers that are'used in the double 
eggcrates, and then construct a neat,

square box that will just accommodate a 
single tier of the eggfillers, with paste- 
board between each. 
This box should ‘be made of light stuff. 
Take an empty shoebox that one can 
rocure at the shoe stores. -The box can 
made entire and the cover part then 
sawed off evenly all the way round, when 
the hinges and ‘catch can be put on.. A 
‘stout. barrel hoop well smoothed and 
bent into shape will make, agood handle 
for a small box. Let the box be of just 
the right size to hold’ the éggs gathered 
during.a few days. If used for shipping, 
the handles should be omitted and end 
sleats added.
